will be no undue increase in prices. (rowers, 
he said, were very pleased that the tari? 
was in ‘operation for Easter, as they had 
been selling tulips for the last three months 
st less than cost.

Tt is often those wiih the least leisure for 
sport to whom fortune is unkindest. No one 
knows better than the angler, keenly antici- 
pating that modest fortnight which makes up 
the sum total of his annual holiday, that ill- 
lack with the weather will do much to pre- 
judice his chances. If only we could know 
beforehand what the Fates were planning, 
doubtless we could arrange matters to our 
liking; but. then, should we get the same 
thrill ? Probably not, since it is the 
“ glorious uncértainty ” that constitutes half 
the charm of fishing. Hope, which is the 
angler’s daily bread, ever remains alive to the 
possibility that ““some fool of a fish,” how- 
ever vile the elements, will elect to bite 
occasionally. So that if the fisherman draws 
more blanks in the sporting sweep than his 
shooting confrére, so, too, a lucky ticket often 
wins a proportionately greater prize. 

Yet, when our time is limited, the wind and 
water wrong, and the weather fickle, we are 
sometimes set a pretty problem. Shall we 
go bald-headed for the big game—the slender 
chance of one heavy fish—or shall we dally 
amid the amber ripples of the little streams 
from which we may almost certainly pull two 
or three dozen troutlets at three and four to

By 
this means, while England was on the 
gold standard, or even before she deflated 
her currency, but while France and Ger- 
many and other countries had highly 
inflated currencies, it was possible for 
le with slender incomes for these 
islands to be well off abroad. 

Now that England has left the gold 
standard, these inflation travellers are 
returning to live a quiet existence in the 
land from which they derive their 
incomes. With them are coming the 
inflation travellers of other nationalities, 
anxious to secure the advantages of the 
exchange, and to visit a country which 
normally would be beyond their means. 
London and the resorts of the south coast 
of England are receiving a minor inva- 
sion. 

Most people, of course, have tried

A Remarkable Bridge. 


An English relic of the past that vies 
with Stonehenge in mystifying the 
archeologists is the ancient bridge over the 
River Barle at one edge of &xmoor, known 
as *‘ Tarr Steps.” Its origin is unknown, 
and it is, apparently, one of the earliest 
attempts ever made at bridge-building .n 
England. It consists of seventeen arches, 
or spans, extending over a distance ot 
180 feet. Although no mortar or building 
material of any kind is used in its con- 
struction, it has withstood the buffetings 
of countless winters without a sign vf 
yielding. Every span is composed of a 
flat stone laid on the tops of two other 
stones, which are firmly embedded in the 
bed of the river. The supporting stones 
are carefully placed with a sharp edge 
turned up-stream, so that the force of the 
current is reduced to a minimum. 
Numerous legends are attached to the 
bridge, one of which inevitably ascribes 
its construction to the devil. Having 
stood for somewhere in the region of two 
thousand years, this remarkable relic 
gives every promise of standing for an 
equally long period in the future.

Ib 1s very clear and pretty, and universally 
used in the North, and, I think, not so much 
owing to any particular happiness in the clay, 
but rather to the manner of beating and 
mixing it up.” On a map of Belfast, dated 
1791, ' Coates’ Pottery ” is marked, and near 
it the words “‘ China manufactory.” 
a petition was presented to the Irish House of 


Commons on behalf of this firm, pointing out | 
the advantages arising from the manufacture | 
of Queen's ware and other fine kinds of ware, | 
such as were made in Staffordshire, stating | 
that the firm had been at great expense in | 
ciecting buildings, importing machimery and |

bringing workmen from abroad, and that the 
difference in price of coals between Stafford 
shire and Belfast had greatly exceeded their 
expectations, so that they now asked for 
pecuniary aid. Thovgh the truth of their 
statements was accepted nothing appears to 
have been done in the matter, and the firm 
was dissolved in the year 1799. 

The manufacture of fine pottery and 
porcelain, and the manufacture of ceramic 
wares at Beleek was embarked on in 1857. 

[t is claimed that the Belleek potter has a 
secret for the preparation of the clay used in 
the plaiting work, which is done by hand 
without the use of either mould or stamp. 
Marine subjects are another speciality of the 
firm, while designs have also been taken from 
the Book of Kells. This china is a real 
porcelain, the result of the simple vitrification 
of felspar and china clay, and is quite distinct 
from the phosphate of lime or “ bone body ” 
used in England. Some of the articles consist 
of upwards of 72 per cent. local felspar. 

The making of brown earthenware was 
established in Youghal many years ago, and 
is still carried on. . Dairy pans, jars and 
pitchers were made, but at present the work 
seems to be limited to the making of flower 
pots. A similar industry exists at Carley’s 
Bridge, Enniscorthy, while the Courtown 
Brickworks, Co, Wexford, make flower pots 
in addition to manufacturing bricks. 

Until the year 1928 it would appear that 
the Youghal and the Co. Wexford firms were 
the only makers of pottery in An Saorstdt. 
In that year, however, at Carrigaline, Cork, 
began the manufacture of earthenware from 
clay obtained from two pits within a mile of 
the factory. ‘The first articles turned out in- 
cluded pitchers, flower pots, pans, jugs and 
teapots. By the year 1951 the range of 
products had been very much extended, and 
included teapots of many designs and 
colours, plates, mugs, cups and saucers, and 
various t of “souvenir” articles.

MR. J. H. THOMAS’S 
STATEMENT. 


Mr. J. H. Themas (Secretary of State 
for Dominion Affairs) made an important 
| statement on the Ottawa Conference in the 
House of Commons yesterday:

NO COMMUNICATION, 


The western and central districts of th: 
State suffered worst. In the town of 
Northport great damage was done to 
buildings, and many fires broke out. 

The telephone lines are so tangled and 
broken that communication is extremely 
dificult, and accurate reports of “the 
destruction are hard to obtain. It is 
feared that the death-roll has by no 
means been finally established, and that 
the destruction to property will be found 
to be enormous. The tail of the tornado 
dipped in nearby States with terrible 
effect.

SURVIVOR'’S STORY. 

A survivor, of the tornado said:

PRISON. 


MORE HUMANE 
TREATMENT. 


CONVICTS. 


Conditions of living in prisons—particu- 
larly in penal settlements—have been forced 
before public notice by recent events, and 
there are probably few directions in which 
such drastic reforms have been made. | 

“Within my experience prisons have | 
changed in a most remarkable manner, an | 
experienced prison gevernor said to a reporter 
yesterday. " “The change has, of course, 


humane and ameliorative treatment. 

“'The three convict prisons—Maidstone, 
Parkhurst, and Dartmoor—each have their 
own characteristics, determined chiefly by 
their inmates. 

“ Maidstone is not really a convict prison. 
It is for the ‘one-star’ man, the prisoner 
who is having his first experience in a con- 
vict settlement. In Parkhurst there are 
criminals of many different types, includin 
a considerable proportion of defaulting soli- 
citors. Dartmoor is for what one might 


describe as the ‘more backward’ type of 
prisoner. 


THE LIBRARIES. 


, “In all three prisons ample opportunity 
is given. to men for reading: Even’ in 
Dartmoor there is a library of several thou- 
sands of volumes. Jt has been built up in 
various ways. We have gifts of books— 
you would be surprised how many people 
there are who want to give things to men 
who generally live by stealing and it is a 
general rule in prisons that all books sent 
to individual prisoners must be left behind 
when the recipient leaves. 

“In Dartmoor convicts are allowed three 
books of fiction a week. Of books of other 
kinds there is practically no limit to the 
supply, which can be obtained through the 
chaplain. 

Among the younger prisoners one oiten 
finds keen and persistent students—men 
who sit in their cells for hours reading 
serious literature. Then again there are 
men serving long sentences who do not 
open a book from beginning to end, 
“Bome men pursue a systematic course 


could be arranged if they were ever desired, 
free of charge, of course. 


KEEN MUSICIANS. 


“One discovers very keen and efficient 
musicians in prison, and opportunity is 
always given to the well-behaved man who 
wishes to take up this particular form: of 
study. - Even Dartmoor hae its band and 
courses in music. 

“One not infrequently finds that the 
convict who is also a musician—the men of 
no education and a pronounced criminal type 
—had his first music lessons as a boy in 
Borstal. So you see he is able to keep up 
his music throughout his criminal life, and 
at no cost to himself. 

“ Men are allowed to keep pets, though 
necessarily the selection must be rigorously 
controlled. You can take it from me that 
rats are not permitted, but mice are, and 
they are the most common of all prison 
pets. Cages are supplied to well-conducted 
men who wish to have them. Some prisoners 
train their pets to do astonishing things, and 


they become amazingly tame. Breeding is 
not allowed. 
“Many convict. cultivate friendships 


with birds by feeding them through the bars 
of their cells. The same birds visit them 
month after month. It is rather a pretty 
sight, when a convict whistles through the 
bars of his cell, to see the birds flutter down 
and take crumbs from his hand. ‘There is 
never any lack of food. You would prob- 
ably be surprised to know how much bread 
is wasted in every prison.”

HELPING DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE, 


A letter has been received by Mrs. L. O. 
Kingston, on behalf of the International Dis- 
armament. Declaration Committee, froia Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, Chairman of the Dis- 
armament Conference, in acknowledgment of 
resolutions in favour of reduction of world 
armaments. These resolutions were signed 
by various public bodies and associations in 
Ireland, and forwarded to Geneva by the 
Committee.
